ORIGINAL PROCESS FOR PUTTING 
OUT FIRES IN MAIN GAS-PIPES. 
The great fire whieh took place in the iain 

-fus pipes in Pigcadilly sone time ago was caused 
by tho fall of a large steam-crauo whereby 

4 inch, 6 inch, and 18 inch gas pipes were 

exposed and broken. Tho eseuping gas-—abont 

14.000 cubic metres per hour-- took fire imme- 

diately und immense flames of about 34 1/2 metro 

cross-section rose up to a height of 10 metres. 

‘The method employed by Mr. Fulger, the 

engineer who arrived to put out these immense 

flames, was a yery peculiar one. To fully close 
off thy gus-pipes Was impossible on acconnt of 
the immense amount of gas which kept escap- 
ing. ‘Che 18 inch pipo was laid open ay near as 
possible to the broken part, bored through, and 
a rubber sack put into each of tho two holes 
thus formed, hes» bags were then filled out 
by means of pumps {o such an extent that the 
gas'which now eserpod was ruduced to 1/5 of 
tho original amount. This renderod the work 
of quenchiug the flames at the broken part by 
means of wator » comparatively easy manner.

While so ongaged the prixoner looked in at tho 
doar, and deceusod asked him what he came 
there for, following up his question by * 
swearing at him, Tho prisoner it appeared 
swova buck at the deceasod, went into the 
godown, aud, os witnesses ollogo, kicked him 
more than once on ‘the left side of the body, 
One of iho , wituexses said “the decuased 
attemptod to'ran ‘away but prisonor followad 
him, caught him by the qnons, struck him on 
the side of the face and azain kicked him on 
thebody, It was said that d: ceased staggered 
from the effect of the blows he recsived, and 
u short time aftorwards died. A post-mortem 
was subsequently hald upou the body with the 
resulé that tho doctor found the spleen had 
bon. ruptured and ‘came to the conclusion that 
this rupture caused death,

howover, that in the near future Chinumen will 
adopt the modern footwear, and in that evout 
there will be on almost, unlimited market for 
the sale of boots and ‘shoes in China, Cortain 
British makes are popular among the, Kuglish, 
ond in order to muot thiy competition thd dautors 
in American shoss order goods that vorrespond 
somowhut in shape, atyle, and tinish. They have 
benn snecessful, too, in this effort, and number 
among their pags many Hvglish subjecta. 
This applies aly to the French, but practically 
no attention has been paid to the Gorman style 
of shoo for the reason that the markot is small 
ond unremuverativs, A German will boy a 
show made in Germany and sold by a Gorman 
importing firm if 1 search will enable him to 
fdiseover it, aud all other goods of German 
monufactire commend themeclres to him fully 
agmuch. ‘his, characteristic of the Germans 
is noliceablo everywhere in the Orient, and 
their method of fostering and prewoting trade 
unquestionably accomplishes the results desired, 
Chinese and Japanese shoemakers are well 
patronised by foreigners, for they make a'p6od 
shoo at a price with which the retail desler can 
not. compete.

JAPANESE. IN NORTHERN 
MANCHURIA. 


RUSSIAN ACTION JUSTIFIED, 

Reports areconatantly arriving from Northern 
Manchuria of the exalusion of J apaness travel- 
lore by tho. Russian. authorities. A Tokyo 
dispatch annonneoa that the action of the 
Russian authorities is quite correct. It is 
agreed by ‘tho Portsmouth Treaty that Man- 
churia should be opened: to. tho world’s trado, 
but those portions of Manchuria which remain 
in occupation by the Japanese and Ruasinn 
armics are still under militavy administration, 
ant circumstances do not allow of the territory 
being oponed to frov ontry of forsigaers, Thu 
Japanoss ara, howevor, ailowed.to enter the 
distriot in the ocoupation of the Japunese army, 
und this freedom has kd Japanese morohnata, 
‘who aro avxious to make mouey, to misunder- 
stand tho situation. Thay think that-tho same 
state of things provails in the district ooeupiod 
by the Russian army, and thoy endeavour to 
make their way into those places without first 
obtaining the necessary permission. ‘Thu 
armisties signed in November last by Goneral 
Fukushima and tha Russian Commander pro: 
vidos that any Japanose or Russian who dosires 
to pass through the district in occupation of tho 
army of their respective countrias shall obtain 
permission of the Commander of that army, 
aod when application h.s been made for such-a 
permit. the Commandor of tho one army shall 
inform the Commaudor of the othex of tho.faot, 
the permission being granted only whoo “no 
objuotion is made, ee Japgmero consequently” 
who has no such permit as provided for in thu 
Treaty will be prohibited from travelling in 
districts in the occupation of the Russian Army. 


THE SIBERIAN TRADE. 

In. the Honsy of Commons on May ch 13th, 
Mr. Fell (Graat Yarmouth) asked tho Secretary 
of State for Foreign Atfairs whether there were 
aay Consuls or Vice-Consals representing the 
British Empire in any of the ports or cities in 
Sibotia; aud whether, ia view of our growing 
trade with that country, he would considor the 
advisability af establishing © Consul at oither 
Omsk, Tomsk, Irkurtz, Vladivostock, or somo 
other city, in that country, , 

Sir E, Greys—Vhoro aro uo British Consular 
officers at present in Siberia; thero was a 
British Cowmorcinl Agent at, Vladivostock 
from November, 1902, to March, 1904, and the 
quostion of a fresh uppoiatment is usder con. 
sideration. No representations have recently 
been mada to the Foreign ‘Office’ by those 
interested in trade with Siboria in favour of tho 
establishment of Consulates st ‘the places men- 
tioned, but the enggestion will not be.lost sight 
of, Their creation ould, of conrse, require the 
consent of the Russian Government,

of course, be vouched for by a firm of auditors 
of rapute. These points are assontial. If the 
profits are merely averaged, or if the prospectus 
ouly gives tho figures of the tarnovor of the 
businoss, without sey information.as to earnings, 
it is safe to supposa that some ainister cause 
impels it to this policy of socrotiveness, Some 
prospectuses blandly remark that it would not 
be in the intorosts of the business to give the 
information ; that subterfage should be treated 
with contamely, for it will have to be given ia

6 common phenomenon in prospectuses to find a 
statement that the stock-in-trade has beon car- 
lified by the vendor to be worth so much, or 
guaranteed hy him to realize $o much, which is 
an unsatisfactory and almost useless statement, 
since the shareholders will never by ina position 
to judgo wh-th-r the guaranteod valua has been 
achioved. Wherefore tha stock-in-Lrada- item 


shoul be regarded with a jaundiced eye, and :

fully whon ha asks why there should be so much 
of it, Aad then we come to goodwill, that 
intaugiblo and elusive asset which is not really 
an asaot at all fit to be valued as such in a good 
balance-sheet, and yot must oovds be paid for. by 
a company which is buying ont an established 
business.

FOREIGNERS AND THE HOUSE-TAX. 


REPLY TO MR, BLEAD'H ALLEGATION, 

It will bo remembered that Mr, Alfred Stond, 
in o recent book, makes yerious charges against 
foreigners in Japan in conneotion with their 
agitation for the abolition of the Honse-tax, 
The Saturday Review published this answer :-— 

“ Sir,--Tho attempt of Mr. Alfred Stuad’ to 
‘dofond himself from the oriticinm ot bis book on 
‘Gront Japan’ by your reviewer his bean 
watched hero with some little interest, for Mr, 
Stoad personifics tha typo of writor who, on the 
basis of a fow woeks' stay in Japan, 9 moro or 
leas intelligent absorption of Japanoa blue 
books, some intorriews with Japanese statesmon,- 
and a considerable. moasure of §-If-confidence, 
acts up ag an authority on Japanese affairs, In 
tho lotter of justification which apprared in 
your issue of 25 November, Mr. Stead BAY t-— 


“* With regard to the question of ‘misrepra- 
soutation by foreign residents, EF svould brisily 
eall your attention to ‘the public campaign 
organised by them at the tims of the diccussivn 
over the revision of the treaties and when the” 
Houso-tax dispute was acute, may vontara to 
affirm that in uo othor country in tha. world 
would such direat and unjust misrepresentati no 
of the Government and the land be allowed to 
‘foreigners. At the time of (tke Houso-tax 
dispute, when ‘tho Govornmont determined to 
collect the pnymonts du» under protest if need 
be with a gnaranteo that the moneys would by 
paid back should the arbilration "gro against 
Japan, it was openly declared in public mostings 


hold to its promise.” i 

“As Mr. Stoad speaks of ‘unjust mise. 
presentation,’ I suppose there is a form of 
mixrepresentation which he regards as. just, 
Prosumably in this caso it is that which coanisty 
in the disparagomont of foreign residyuts iu 
Japan as a foil to tho appreciation of Japanese, 
Though ‘one of the small minority of foraign 
residents who for years urged the revision of 
the old treaties on a basis « f equality, [ must 


forvigners had no right to organise a public 
campaign iu defence of what, rightly or 
wrongly, they regarded ux thir interests. 
Howorer, ay Mr. Stead dova not addaca any 
examples of ‘unjust. misraprosentation’ in this 
connection, there is no need to deal with it 
further. Myr. Stead dos, however, muke a 
definite statement with regurit to the House-tax 
controversy which I beg most emphatically to 
contradict. Ho says that when tho Government 
determined to collect the payments duo (the 
award ultimately showed that they were not dua), 
with a guarantee that the monoys should be paid 
back if the arbitration wont against Japan, the 
forsigners oponty declared in public meetings 
that tho Goverument wasnot to be trusted to 
hold to ifs promise, ‘This statement is absulute- 
Jy without foundation, Oaly one public meat- 
‘ing was’ held in connection with ihis question. 
Jt was hold at Kobe, and took the form'of'a 
respectful protest ayainat the sation taken by 
the Government. I was presont atthe modting, 
and had a foll report’ of the speeches mudo for 
my paper, “J can affirm that not one word was 
uttered there which could boar such au implica- 
tion, he best proof that it was impossible any 
sugh remark could have been made is that at the 
‘timo the meoting was hold the Japanesa 
‘Government had not. submitted the dispute to 
arbitration, and therefore. had mado no promise 
‘about the return of taxes. which tho foreigners 
‘maintained -had been  iHegally imposed, Mr. 
Stead has forgotten to mention that the award 
in the arbitration, delivered by two jurists of 
‘international ominonce, was in favour of tho 
foreign contention, and afforded fall jastifica. 
tion of the attitude taken by foreiga ‘residents. 
“For tho information of Mr. Stead, I may 
say that the saggestion to deposit the disputed 
collections in‘abank until the question wassettled 
was mada by one of the Legations, but I need not 
say that-the yeason-given was not distrust of 
the Japanese Government. ; 
“Mr. Alfred Stoad should really try to got 
somo elementary acquaintance with facta before 
he again writes either a book or u magazine 
article on Japan.
